GOLDEN STATE NEWS ! OFFICIAL STATEMENTS FROM 


THE EUROPEAN WAR ZONE, WORTH $25,000,000 


GERMAN 

Berlin, April 14.—The official 
statement today says: 

‘‘Western theater: Apart from 
occasional lively artillery duels in 
the region of the Meuse there is 
nothing to report. Attempts made 
by the enemy to attack on the left 
bank of the Meuse were arrested 
by our artillery fire as the attack- 
ing parties left their trenches. 

“Eastern theater: Army group 
of Field Marshal Von Hindenburg: 
Minor enemy advances in the re- 
gion of Garbunowka, northwest of 
Dvinsk, and south of Lake Narocz 
were repulsed with sanguinary 
losses. 

“Expeditions of Russian detach- 
ments against the position on the 
Servitche river, north of Zirin, held 
by the army of Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria, were similarly unsuccess- 
ful. 

“Balkan theater: East of the 
Vardar river the enemy yesterday 
displayed at intervals considerable 
artillery activity. In the course of 


Wednesday night, April 12th-13th, 
enemy aviators dropped bombs on 
Gievgeli and Bogodance, east of 
Gievgeli, without doing any dam- 
age.”’ 


FRENCH 


Paris, April 14.—The official 


communication today says: 


“In the Argonne, our batteries 
have been active in the region of 
St. Hubert, where German works 


were damaged. Our batteries have 


been active also against roads used 
by the enemy in the region of 


Montfaucon and Malancourt. 

“To the west of the Meuse dur- 
ing the day the artillery of both 
sides has been active in the region 
of Le Mort Homme. 


“To the east of the Meuse our 


second lines have been bombarded. 


“In the Woevre there were some 


volleys by the artillery. 

“To the west of Pont-a-Mousson 
we scattered convoys on the road 
from Essey to Nonsard. 

“There is nothing of importance 
to report from the rest of the 
front.” 

Belgian communication: 

“The day has been quiet in gen- 
eral along the Belgian front, ex- 
cept to the south of Dixmude, 
where some artillery actions have 
taken place. Our batteries caused 
a German depot of ammunition to 
explode.” 


PERSHING IN NIGHT 
FIGHT WIT BANDIT 


Villistas Fire on Supply Train 
and Auto of General is 
in Thick of Fray 


Chihauhau, Mexico—General Persh- 
ing.himself was in the thick of a 
thrilling battle Thursday night, April 
13, when forty mounted Villistas at- 
tacked a supply train with which the 
headquarters staff was moving south- 
ward to this new base, 400 miles below 
the border. At least one Mexican was 
killed. No Americans were hit. 

The attack occurred fifteen miles 
north of here and was believed to have 
been led by General Tarango, and re- 
sulted in sharp fighting for twenty 
minutes and the rout of the bandits. 

Shortly after dusk the Villistas 
opened fire on the fifth car of General 
Pershing’s escort, wifieh car was pre- 
ceded by an aero truck. As the bullets 
of the first volley whistled between the 
front and rear seats of the escort car 
the lieutenant in charge of the aero 
truck ordered lights extinguished. 

Throwing themselves on the ground 
around the cars, the guards of infan- 
trymen and truckmen raked the mes- 
quite in the direction from which the 
firing had come. After five effective 
rounds had been delivered the*Villis- 
tas transferred their attack to the 
eleven auto trucks in the rear. 

Lights had been kept going on these 
trucks to illuminate the mesquite in 
which the Villistas were maneuvering. 
As soon as the bandits came into the 
glare, infantrymen and _ truckmen 
opened on them from both train sec- 
tions. The Villistas fired a few desul- 
tory shots, wheeled their horses, and 
fled into the brush. 

The next morning the dead body of 
one of the attackers was found in the 
mesquite. The nearest to a hit scored 
by the bandits was a bullet through 
the hat of Private Harry Gonsnear 
of Philadelphia, attached to Company 
K, signal corps. 

Near to the scene of last night’s at- 
tack is a Constitutionalist camp, where 
three bandits recently were killed in 
a brush with Carranzistas, 

As a sequel to the fight the eolumn 
arrested, April 14, on a topped mesa 
at a gap between the base here and the 
camp of. the pack train, four Mexicans 
of that same, puny, grotesque type de- 
scribed in my dispatch of the 10th. 

They came upon the troopers crying 
for liquor, the while protesting that 
they were Carranzistas, belonging to 
the command of General Garcia. They 
said they were on the way to the near- 
by town of Cisnegos. 

They were disarmed by our troopers. 
On the four were found two modern 
revolvers, two antiquated rifles and 
one-machete. The men are believed 
to be freebooters and are held prison- 
ers pending General Pershing’s de- 
cision.

No Signs of Unfriendly Feeling 
Among the Japanese for 
America Says Grant 


Portland.—Japanese citizens of every 
class admire Germany and her war 
achievements. The ruling Japanese 
are imbued with the same warlike 
spirit that possesses the Hohenzollern, 
and are anxious to increase their do- 
mains. But there are no signs of an 
unfriendly feeling toward America. 

This news is brought to Portland by 
U. S. Grant, Jr., of San Diego, Cal., 
who arrived April 14 from an extended 
tour through the Far East. Compelled 
to go to Japan by way of Sydney, be 
cause the steamers running from Hon- 
olulu. to Yokohama were crowded, 
Grant studied conditions in the Aus- 
tralian metropolis at first hand. 

_ “The streets of that city are full of 
young, able-bodied men who go around 
as though nothing unusual was going 


on,” he declared. “Sydney alone could

LOSSES OF BRITISH ARMY 
OFFICERS ARE HEAVY 


London.—Officers’ casualty lists 
for the month of February show 
that the British army lost 263 killed, 
597 wounded and 15 missing, a to- 
tal of 875. This brings the aggre- 
gate loss since the beginning of the 
war to 23,962, of whom 7420 have 
been killed or have died of wounds, 
14,755 wounded and 1787 missing 
or prisoners of war. 

In February losses were heaviest 
in the Indian contingent operating 
in Mesopotamia and near the Per- 
sian gulf, the returns showing 63 
officers killed, 155 wounded and 7 
missing. 

Royal Engineers lost 6 killed, 40 
wounded; Yorkshires, 8 killed, 33 
wounded; Field Artillery, 13 killed, 
23 wounded; Canadians, 5 killed, 
18 wounded. 

Brigadier-Generals Hodson and 
Harvey were killed in February. 
Four Lieutenant-Colonels were 
killed and four Brigadier-Generals 
wounded.

Commissioners of Viticulture 
Give Details Regarding 
California Industry 


San Franciseo.—The market value 
of California’s grape crop for the 
year 1915 is given in a bulletin 
just issued by the State Board of 
Viticultural Commissioners on ‘‘The 
Grape Industry of California,’ as 
over $25,000,000. 

Of this immense productive reve- 
nue, the raisin crop yielded a heavy 
contribution, the selling price of the 
248,000,000 pounds marketed being 
given in the bulletin as $10,000,000, 
and netting the producers a profit of 
$2,000,000. " 

Last year was also a prosperous 
season for the table grape growers, 
the long dry fall giving the most 
favorable climatic conditions for 
picking and packing. The total sell- 
ing price of California table grapes 
last year is given as $8,814,000 
shipped East, and $700,000 worth 
consumed within the State, making 
a@ total value close to that showed 
by the raisin producers. 

That the year was not a fortunate 
one for the wine makers was due to 
the war revenue tax, it is said, 
which caused the sweet wine produc- 
tion to fall off enormously, the total 
selling value being given by the 
bulletin as $1,800,000, against a 
normal of $4,000,000. 

The market selling price of all 
the dry wines made in the State in 
1815 is given as $4,000,000. 

The deduction drawn from the 
figures by the bulletin is that 360,- 
000 tons of grapes were crushed in 
wine-making last year. 

The dry wine production of 1915 
in the State is given as 21,571,000 
gallons, against a-normal of about 
25,000,000 gallons. 

It is estimated that less than 1000 
tons of grapes were used in tlie man- 
ufacture of unfermented wine juice. 

It is estimated that the total 
acreage in vines in California is now 
in the neighborhood of 330,000 
acres. The outlook for better con- 
ditions as regards wine grape pro- 
ducers for the 1916 season is said 
by the bulletin to be favorable, with 
indications of $12 contracts for

MAYOR LAYS CORNER 
STONE OF CITY LIBRARY 


$1,153,000 Structure Started 
With Appropriate Exercises 


San Francisco.—The corner stone 
of the Civic Center Library build- 
ing was laid last Saturday afternoon 
by Mayor James Rolph, Jr., and the 
Board of Library Trustees. The ex- 
ercises commenced at 2 o’clock. 

The stone was set at the south- 
west corner of the edifice, where 
Larkin and Fulton streets intersect. 

Edward Rabeson Taylor, president 
of the Board of Library Trustees, 
delivered the opening address. 
Architect G. W. Kelham, who designed 
the building, and Library Trustee 
Joseph O’Connor, chairman of the 
building committée, spoke. John D. 
McGilvray, Jr., whose company is 
supplying the granite for the big 
structure, presented a silver trowel, 
whith Mayor Rolph wielded in lay- 
ing the corner stone. 

The programme included music 
by the Municipal Band under John 
A. Keogh’s direction. 

The building is to be ready for 
occupancy before the end of this 
year. Its cost, completely furnished, 
is placed at $1,153,000. It occu- 
pies the block bounded by Larkin, 
McAllister, Hyde and Fulton streets. 

Architecturally this steel, granite 
and brick structure harmonizes 
with the new City Hall and the Ex- 
position Auditorium in the Civic 
Center. Architects say that very 
few public library buildings in the 
country will compare with it for 
size and attractiveness.

STATE'S GRAPE CROP |art oF REAL POLAND 


VILLAGE IN ASIA MINOR HAS AN 
INTERESTING HISTORY. 


Peopled Many Years Ago by Vet 
erans of the Crimean War, the 
Community Has Maintained Its 
Purity and Independence, 


Hundreds of miles from Poland, in 
Turkish territory, not far from the 
Black sea and the Bosporus, there is 
a Polish village. It has been there 
for 60 years. But the news of its ex- 
istence will come as a surprise both 
to the world at large and to the Polish 
Poles of Poland. 

The village was “discovered” re- 
cently by a German journalist, the 
correspondent of a Berlin newspaper, 
who was watching the fighting at the 
Dardanelles. He sandwiched in be 
tween his dispatches describing death 
and destruction on the Gallipoli penin- 
sula an interesting description of this 
peaceful and forgotten bit of old Po- 
land under the title of ‘A Polish Is- 
land.” 

The village was founded back in the 
fifties of the last century during the 
Crimean war. Among the Russian sol- 
diers fighting in the Crimea against 
the British and French and Turks 
were some from Russian Poland. Of 
these a number were captured by the 
Turks and taken to Scutari, opposite 
Constantinople, in Asia Minor. There 
some Polish noblemen, bitter enemies 
of Russia, found these men, and hit 
upon the idea of emancipating this 
handful of their fellow-countrymen 
from the control of Russia. Foremost 
among these noblemen was Prince 
Adam Czartorisky, a very wealthy 
man, who, from his own pocket and 
out of funds collected by him from 
other Poles who hated Russia, pur- 
chased lands in Asia Minor from 
Turkish owners and there established 
the Polish prisoners in a viliage of 
their own. 

On that spot the prisoners and 
their descendants have continued to 
live to this day. When the German 
journalist visited the village he found 
a few of the original colonists still liv- 
ing. The villagers, he writes, are 
génuine Poles, still speaking their na- 
tive tongue. The noblemen who 
founded the village fetched the wives 
of many of the prisoners from Poland 
when the village was first started, and 
their offspring have intermarried 
among themselves, thus preserving 
the purity of their race. Not one of 
them, says the German writer, has 
married a Turk or even learned the 
Turkish language that is spoken on 
every side of this little “Polish Is- 
land.” 

Much Timber Wasted. 

Fifteen per cent of the timber cut 
in the United States is wasted every 
year and government experts are en- 
gaged in a number of experiments to 
determine to what extent a huge 
money loss to the country may be pre- 
vented by utilizing the waste. 

One of the interesting exporiments 
under way is the utilization of saw- 
dust in the manufacture of alcohol. 
These tests have hardly more than 
passed an experimental stage, but 
technical men are optimistic as to the 
ultimate success of the process. An- 
other interesting possibility is the 
utilization of hydrolyzed sawdust as a 
carbo-hydrate cattle food. 

The use of wood for producer gas, 
according to officials, deserves more 
extended introduction in industrial 
plants. Dr. E. E. Pratt, chief of the 
bureau of domestic and foreign com- 
merce, in a report to Secretary Red- 
fleld said that the manufacture of 
plastics from wood, as well as the 
manufacture of wood flour, has not 
been developed in the United States, 
and that European nations are far in 
advance of this country in the utiliza 
tion of such by-products.

Bullets Which Trail Fire. 

After many months experimenting, 
J. A. Sambrook of Ellesmere Port, 
England, has invented a bullet which 
travels at a tremendous velocity and 
emits a trail of sparks, which, he 
asserts, will pass through a Zeppelin 
like a comet through space and in- 
stantly blow it up. 

The invention consists of an ordi- 
nary-sized bullet’ charged with a spe- 
cial preparation which ignites with its 
passage through the air. 

The bullet can be fired from an ordi- 
nary rifle, and is easily adaptable to 
aircraft and machine guns.
